To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council. 

Gentlemen, 

I herewith  submit  to  you  the  Annual  Health  Report  for  1910. 

Births  registered  during  the  year  numbered  20  (13  males  and  7 females) 
on  an  estimated  population  of  1229,  the  Birth  Rate  is  l6  2 which  is  a low  rate  for 
this  district  the  average  for  the  last  ten  years  being  2 1 ‘5. 

Deaths  registered  in  the  district  during  the  year  (including  that  of  a 
stranger  due  to  bicycle  accident)  numbered  13  (6  males  and  7 lemales)  giving  a 
Death  Rate  of  iO’5.  In  addition  to  these  there  were  four  deaths  ot 
Allerton  residents  in  public  Institutions  outside  the  district,  so  that  the  nett  deaths 
belonging  to  the  district  total  17,  and  the  Death  Rate  i3'8.  This  nett  Death  Rate 
is  the  highest  during  the  past  ten  years  the  average  for  that  period  being  77  but  the 
following  table  show'ing  the  ages  at  which  these  deaths  occurred  sufficiently  explains 
the  unusually  high  figure:-

The  ages  arranged  in  “order  of  seniority”  of  the  eight  persons  in  the  last 
column,  were  96,  So,  78,  77,  76.  72,  68,  and  67  years 

“ Life  is  short  ! but  I have  remarked,  not  only  this  year  but  in  former  years 
that  midst  the  picturesque  and  hygienic  conditions  of  this  I ownship,  mans  allotted 
span  is  within  eas)-  reach.  Contiguous  to  and  already  decked  by  the  tentacles  of  the 
city  octopus  it  would  appear  to  be  expedient,  if  the  present  amenities  and  healthy 
characteristics  of  the  Township  are  to  be  maintained,  that  some  scheme,  presumably 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Town  Planning  Act,  should  be  set  up  to  the  mutual  advantage 
ot  both  areas  : lyv  which  Liverpool  would  have  preserved  for  it  a high  class  salubrious 
residential  suburb  and  Allerton  have  its  acreage  rescued  from  the  crowded  designs  of 
the  jerr}'  builder. 

There  were  no  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  so  that  the  Infantile 
Hortality  Rate  is  nil  ; the  average  for  the  past  ten  years  is  66  per  thousand  births 
registered  which  is  a satisfactorily  low  figure. 

One  case  only  of  Zymotic  di.sease  was  notified  and  the  7 chief  notifiable  diseases 
caused  no  death  so  that  the  Zymotic  Death  Rate  is  nil  : the  average  rate  for 
the  past  ten  years  is  ’59  which  is  much  below  that  of  the  rate  for  England  & Wales 
in  1909,  viz  r-i2.  The  schools  were  closed  for  16  days  on  account  of  the  prevalence  of 
mumps.  There  were  two  deaths  attributed  to  Phthisis,  two  to  Respiratory  Diseases,  and 
three  to  Malignant  Disease. 

With  reference  to  Scavenging  and  Disposal  of  Refuse  I have  no  change 
to  report;  no  complaints  have  been  made  to  me  as  to  the  quality  of  the  Water  Supply. 
With  reference  to  Housing  Accommodation  a register  of  Housing  Conditions  is 
being  compiled,  but  section  14^  of  the  Housing  and  Town  Planning  Act,  1909  will 
apply  to  a very  small  number  of  houses  in  the  Township. 

d'he  report  of  the  Inspector  of  the  Sanitary  work  during  the  year  is  enclosed 
together  with  copies  of  the  Local  Gt)vernment  Board’s  statistical  tables.
